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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: there is no 
antecedent basis for the term “the weaving spots”. Appropriate correction is required. 

Specification 

2. The amendment filed 4/1 9/06 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 1 32(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: the term “food-based”. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. There is no support in the original disclosure for the term 
“food -based” adhesive. 

Double Patenting 

4. Claims 1 -9 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 9-16 of copending Application

No. 10/855,742. Applicant's arguments have been considered but are not deemed 
persuasive because no Terminal Disclaimer as actually been filed.
